V. Claims 14-16, drawn to methods of suppressing the appetite of mammals, 
classified in class 424, subclass 152.1. 

VI. Claims 17-19, drawn to methods of inhibiting growth hormone secretion, 
classified in class 424, subclass 145.1. 

VII. Claims 20-25, drawn to methods of treating metabolic disorders in 
mammals, classified in class 424, subclass 158.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions l-VII are different methods. As such they recite different process 
steps such as administering, inhibiting, and purifying, are performed either in vitro on 
isolated cells or in vivo, require distinct patient populations, and achieve distinct 
outcomes such as weight reduction, appetite suppression or inhibited growth hormone 
secretion. For example, human bodybuilders and other athletes generally are in need 
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of decreased fat deposition but are not in need of weight reduction. Similarly, patients 
diagnosed with McCune-Albright Syndrome suffer from excess growth hormone 
secretion, but this syndrome is not characterized by a need for decreased fat 
deposition, reduced weight or appetite suppression. Art that anticipates or renders 
obvious the method of any one group would not necessarily anticipate nor render 
obvious the invention of the other groups. Therefore they are patentably distinct. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, because the 
literature searches required for Groups l-VII are not coextensive in that art that 
anticipates or renders obvious the invention of any one group would not necessarily 
anticipate or render obvious the inventions of the other groups, and because Groups I- 
VII have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification 
and divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the invention of Group VII. Applicant is to select a single metabolic disorder 
from the following: 

a) satiety regulation 

b) glucose metabolism, or 

c) neuropathy-associated gastrointestinal disorders. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are clinically distinct 
disorders with distinct etiologies, patient populations, and expected clinical outcomes. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, all claims of Group VII are generic generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
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is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
